INDIANS 7O WORK

Should Labor the Same as Other
People.

————

MANY UPRISINGS EXPECTED

Commissioner Leupp Will Create “In.
dian Intelligence Office” To Find
Work And Markets For Producty of
the Indians’ Labor.

WASHINGTON, May 3.—Francis E.
Laupp, United States Commisstoner
of Indlan aftairs, has concelved a dar-
ihg plan that may Cause nNUMErous
uptising all over the Western Plains
He has lssued an adict that all able
bodled Indlans must go to work. To
carry out this order he has erected a
new Jivision which will be known as
the “Indlan Intelligence Office” To
this new branch of the service will be
entrusted the duty of finding work for
the Indians; it will at the same time
drum up trada for the products of the
varloua tribee,  Commistioner Leupp
na# old fashioned ideas nbout Indlans
He balievea they should work the same
as other peaple.

Some months ago Commis*ioner
Leupp attended a council of the Whits
River Utes of Utah. The Indlans were
highly Indignant over the actlon of
the government In taking over thelr
regervation lands for purposes of set-
tlement by whites. A sufMclent ared
was loft for the Utes to cultivate
But the Utes are blanket Indlans, and
they wanted to fish and hunt and
roam at will Commlissioner Leupp
flatly told the Utes that the days of
idleneas had passed, that the Indlan
would bave to follow in the pathway
of the whites, and go to work for a
living.

A little later word came that the
Utas had pulled up the stakes of thelr
tepees and gathering thelr women and
children about them had started out
upon an expedition. At first It was
belleved the Indians were on the war-
path, and United Siales troops were
ordered out. It soon beonme apparent
that the Indians were not embarking
upon 4 marauding expedition, They
merely became Indignant at the sug-
gestlon that they should go to work
and to relleve thely wounded feelings
had left thelr reservation on a visit
to the Sloux of South Dakola. After
a while the Utes cooled off and were
persuaded to send a delegation to see
the Great White Father In Washing-
ton. President Roosevelt was posted,
and he made up his mind to tell the
Indians that the time had come when
they would have to go to work for a
living like white folks. In the White
Housa two or three brawny secret ser-
vice men were sent to the Presldent's
office the day the Utes were scheduled
to appedr théere. Mr, Roosevelt spoke
his plece, The Indlans recelved the
gad pews like warrlors of oll. Recent
advices from the Ute restrvation dre
to the effect that the reda are getting
to be on spenking terms with day la-
bar,

The Fadéral pfficlnls sny that plenty
of employment can be found for In-
dians, and that In mast cases the In-
dlans who are put to work perform
fairly well. The Indlan makes as good

Ofticlally authenticated testing of dal
ry cows ls becoming more and wore
the leading foature of the work of
breeders. These tests are regunded by
the public as the true Index of the
value and of the capaclty of all breeds.
Practical dalrymen are placlug abso
lute relisnce upon them as un invalua
ble ald In the selection of sires with
which certaluly to lmprove the capack
ty and profitable production of thelr
rows,

Dalry Products In Demand.

The greatest profit is In selling wilk
and cream to customers, the next In
having anoual customers who will tuke
elther cheese or butter as It s made.
Then follows the selllng of cream to
the creawery and, lastly, butter to the
gtore trade as one can cateh the war
ket, There secws to be & constautly
Increasing demand for the products
of the dalry which keeps pace with the
increase of cows. There Is a bright
prospect abead for all who wish to en
goge In this great branch of agricul
ture.—8. F. Emerson.

Where the Expense Comes In,

Professor W, J. Praser of the lllinals
College of Agriculture says, “It s what
the farmer Jdoes not Know about bis
cows that hurts" If he knew how ex
pensive It W to keep a poor cow, lLie
would not do It. Twentyflve goal
cows will earn more net than a bun
dred moderately good cows and more
than 1000 poor cows. The poor cows
will not pay thelr way. In one case the
cowa will keep the farmer; In the other
the farmer will keep the cows.

The Milking Machine.

The Farmers Advocate says: “We
did not believe in the eficlency of the
milking machine untll we saw one ot
work. Now that we have been shown
we canoot say too much In its favor.
There are milklug machines apd milk-
Ing macbines, so be careful what you
buy when you are approsched by a
smooth tongued milking machine sales-
man. So far as we know, there la only
one or two approved makes of milking
machines, Botter go slow in the pur-
chase of & maching and be sure you
get a good one.”

Culling the Herd.

It is the constunt alm of progresalve
dalrymen to lmprove thelr berds, and
such Improvement must depend largely
upon culling the herd and getting rid
of the upprofitable animals,

Kesp Out the Bacteris.

The most careful handling of milk
after it is once Infected with bacteria
will not sutfice to make a good produet
from It The bacteria must not be al-
lowed to gain ingress if clean, whole-
some products are desired. Thorough
washing with bolling water, or, better,
live steam, followed by rapl cooling
and subsequent exposure to the dlrect
mys of the sun, Is the only sanitary
way of handliag the dalry's utensils
